‘Decree of Divorce. 


NOW LIVES WITH THE FIRST 


Two Other Marriages and ‘a Second 
Divorce are all Declared Invalid by 
} Supreme. Court. 


Washington, © April 12.—Supreme 
Court Justice O’Gorman handed down 
a decision tonight judicially decree- 
ing that John Cotton Smith has only 
been married once, although he has 
kle also’ decided 
that although Smith has divorced his 
first wife, she really is not divorced 
as the alleged decree was bogus. It 
follows that Mrs. Smith No. 2, who 
was never a legal wife, never obtain- 
ed a legal divorce, although she also 
has a deerce. 

Mrs. Smith No. 3 tried to get ‘sep- 
aration with alimony -but: het com- 
plaint was dismissed:today. The court 
held that she could, not have a sep- 
aration decree from a man who was 
never her husband. 

In the meantime, while Mrs. Smith 
No. 2 and Mrs. Smith No. 3 have been 
trying to find out where they stand 
matrimonially, ithe first’ Mrs. Smith 
has become reunited to her husband 
and the two are living happily to- 
gether. 

To further complicate the situa- 
tion the three Mrs, Smiths all have 
wedding certificates, two of which the 
court has decided are worthless. All 
three of the wives were in the court 
room during the itrial of the separa- 
tion action by Mrs. Smith No. 3. 
Mrs. Smith No. 1 appeared as a wit- 
ness for John Cotton Smith. 

The medley of marriages came 
about through a ‘fake” divorce decree 


which an alleged lawyer by the name. 


of John Rupp obtained for Smith ih 
Philadel phiajin 1903. ‘he deeree pur- 
ported to free Mrs, Lillian Brown 
Smith, the first wife, from her hus- 
band. Relying upon the validity of 
the decree, Smith married a Brook- 


lyn woman, trom, whom he was di-- 


voreed in 1908, Then he married his 
third) wife.and soon cafter found out 
that the first divorcee decree was in- 
valid, 

Ele then separated from his third 
wife aid advertised for his first wife. 
She wauswered the “ad” -and owas ‘re-: 
united with him, although in the 
meantime she had married and divor- 
ced another woman. Then the ithird 
wife sued for a separation. 

Smith was quite willing to let Mrs. 
Smith No. 3 have her freedom but he 
did not like to have her drawing 
alimony from him, so he asked the 
court to adjudicate his marital status. 
Mrs. Smith No. 3 claims she has been
